Los Angeles, April 28.—Ostensibly 
to hear from J. D. Fredericks, district 
attorney, an outline of his legal rights, 
Jam es B. McNamara, called to the 
office of the county jail, came face 
to face with Mrs. D. H. Ingersoll of I 
San Francisco. 
She identified him J 
positively as “J. B. Bryce,” a lodger in 
her house in that city last September, 
the man who Is alleged to have bought 
the dynamite that wrecked the Times 
building, killing twenty-one persons. 
Dropping the mask 
he has been 
wearing for the benefit of his alleged 
accomplices in num erous dynamiting 
outrages, Ortie McManigal practically 
has revealed himself as the star in­ 
form er of the W. J. Burns detective 
agency and principal witness for the 
prosecution in the trial of the McNa­ 
maras. 
McManigal not only has been 
in close touch with Burns, hut it is 
practically certain 
that 
he has re­ 
ceived pay from Burns for serving him 
by playing his part in all the acts of 
the socalled "wrecking crew ” to which 
he has confessed. 
His fear of conse­ 
quences should the McNamaras and 
their friends learn his exact relation 
to 
Burns 
explains 
the 
precautions 
taken to prevent the truth from be­ 
coming known until all were safely in 
Jail. 
Burns evidently learned enough 
about McManigal to compel the latter 
to go througn with his part as com­ 
manded and tell Burns every move of 
th e wrecking crew and the location of 
every dynamite plant. 
After conferring with Attorney Hil­ 
ton, John J. M cNamara prepared a 
statem ent to union men throughout 
the country, in which he says: 
"In 
this second attempt to crush and d is-1 
credit the cause we represent I realize 
fully the desperation of the enemies 
of labor arrayed against us, but I am 
of good heart, for it will fail. 
"T hat I am innocent of any infrac-1 
tion of the law in word or act needs 
no emphasis from me, for the truth is 
mighty and will prevail right speedily, 
and for it I can afford to and shall 
contentedly wait. 
"I send to all brothers and friends 
of union labor the world over my earn­ 
est and affectionate greetings, with 
the assurance that there is no villainy 
of conspiracy possible of which we are 
afraid. 
I am also confident that it is 
not asking too much of the public to 
suspend judgment in these m atters 
until opportunity for a full and fair de­ 
fense has been afforded.” 
When J, B. McNamara was taken to 
the office in the county jail he believed 
the purpose of the trip was a confer­ 
ence with District Attorney Freder­ 
icks. 
Mrs. Ingersoll was stationed at 
a point in the jail office where she 
could look him squarely in the face as 
he entered. 
If he recognized her, his 
self-control was wonderful, for after 
merely a glance he turned his eyes to 
the district attorney, who told him his 
legal rights, and in a few minutes Mc­ 
N am ara was taken back to his cell. 
Mrs. Ingersoll, according to the dis-, 
trict attorney, declared 
in 
positive 
term s that Jam es McNamara is the 
one who, under the nam e of J. B. 
Bryce, was a lodger in her house in 
8an Francisco last September. 
Attorneys 
Hilton 
and 
Harriman 
were in conference with the prisoners 
for three hours. 
McManigal was the 
first one they saw. 
Hilton, in the 
presence of two witnesses he had for 
the express purpose, asked Mc.Mani- 
gal, "Have you made any confession 
of any sort?" 
"I have never made a confession," 
was the reply. 
The witnesses will be used, if a con­ 
fession is introduced, to discredit it 
by swearing that McManigal denied 
over having confessed anything. 
As soon as the district attorney 
heard what Hilton had done he had 
McManigal taken to the prosecutor’s 
office. 
There McManigal Is said to 
have repeated the confession Burns 
■ays he made in Chicago. 
According to a Burns man the con­ 
fession of McManigal reveals a long 
•eries of dynamiting outrages which, 
according to McManigal, w'ere planned 
for Los Angeles and vicinity. 
These 
included the proposed dynamiting of 
the Los Angeles aqueduct, now under 
construction, the destruction of some 
of the city’s personal w ater reservoirs 
and pipe lines, and a num ber of ex­ 
plosions in various parts of the city 
for the purpose of terrorizing the peo­ 
ple. 
McManigal is said to have told in 
detail of a larfee num ber of cases of 
dynamiting in other cities. 
The con­ 
fession conforms closely to that given

Ex-Convict Is Said by St. Louis Post­ 


office Inspectors to Be Leader of 


One of the Most Dangerous Gangs 


Operating in America. 


St. Louis, April 28.—Following a tip 
from postoffice inspectors here, the 
arrest of Martin Thorsen, ex-convict, 
in Chicago, has, the inspectors de­ 
clare, rounded up one of the most d an ­ 
gerous gangs of bandits operating in 
America. 
At the time Thorsen was 
arrested in Chicago, charged with be­ 
ing one of five bandits who raided the 
jewelry store of Edward Alberti & 
Son there, he was under indictment 
by the federal grand jury here, as one 
I of five bandits who robbed the Bremen 
avenue postoffice station in St. Louis, 
! in March, 1911, and engaged in a run­ 
ning duel with policemen.

This month the eclipse will be en­ 
tirely invisible in Canada or any sec­ 
tion of the country north and east of 
Philadelphia. 
In the eastern part of 
the United States the eclipse is visible 
as a small partial eclipse just before 
sunset, the sun setting eclipsed. 
The 
farther w’est one goes the more is the 
eclipse visible. 
At Ran Francisco the 
w’as tricked out in bright ar- j eclipse begins at 3:05 p. rn. and ends 
at 4:20 p. rn. 
At the City of the 
Golden Gate but one-quarter of the 
sun’s diameter on the southern edge 
wIB be covered up. 
At total eclipses there are often visi­ 
ble the rosy red flames of the solar 
fire shooting up many thousands of 
miles above the sun’s surface. 
As­ 
tronomers. however, 
no longer are 
oblige^ to wait for an eclipse to see 
these Interesting phenomena. 
They 
are rendered visible by the use of the 
spectroscope.
